TE Comment. In November 1949 Raden Djerman Prawiradinata was

Gerakan Kaum Muslimin Indoresia (GMI) (Mohammedan Peoples Movement). 
An Indonesian broadcast of 19 September 1949 reported that the GUI 
would adopt a policy of non=cooperation with the Pasundan Government 
and that, although the new party was outside the Masjumi, "relations 
are such that the policies of these two parties will be coordinated. 
This office has no confirmation of Prawiradinata's membership in the 
Masjuni .* 
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
